World War in Brief 



For the Urst time since he started 
hia series of attacks again*! the (Jar 
man i>ositions in Flanders.

It 
was a more than Uiuall) hravv lain 
fall which started during the battle 
and turned the already swampy n-stion 
over which tho men were supposed to 
aass into I veritable quagmirtt from 
which they could not uniraqk th.ni 
for a forward move. 

The drive, as has been 'customary In 
Hate's strategy, was started in the 
early hours of the morning, and ex 
tended from near the lloutho'st Wooil 
to below the Yptc.a-Mi n'n road. At 
several points (he British troops suc- 
ceeded in caining ground over fronts 
ranging up to a thousand yards, but 
here the rain intervened and the light 
ing ceased for the day. During the 
forward movement over the sit mile 
front the British captured in the ag- 
gregate about 600 prisoners.

The remnant which returned had 
now become settled In their new Homes 
As It would he a considerable time be- 
fore the temple could be rebuilt, ar- 
rangement was made for the religion* 
life as earl* as possible, as religion 
was the very heart of the nation's life. 
They first set up the altar of the Ood 
of Israel (3 :l-8) and offered burnt of- 
ferings thereon. They next revived 
the annual festival* (3 :4-T) which had 
a powerful, unifying Influence upon 
them, 

I. The Appointment of Officers to 
8et Forward the Work of the Lord's 
House (v. 8, 0). Overseer* were need- 
ed to direct this great work. Rubbish 
needed tn he cleared away so the build- 
ing operation* could begin; timber 
needed to be cat In the Lebanon forests 
and floated down to Joppa ; Mones 
needed to be cot from the quarries ; In- 
telligent and consecrated men wers 
needed to direct thl* work, as It was 
needful that it he done with the utmost 
expedition. The Lord's house demands 
the most systematic adjustment nf Its 
labors. Mere teal will not make up for 
lack of Intelligence, 

II. The Foundation of the Temple 
Laid (3:lf>13). This was done amid 

j great rejoicing. Trie consciousness that 
| the Lord's house was taking shape, 
: even though the mere foundation* 
could be seen, provoked great enthu- 
siasm on the pasLof the people. Mu- 
sician* were appointed to famish ma- 
gic whfle the work wa» being done. Un- 
der the Influence of music men will do 
better work, armies will march and 
fight better -when bands are playing.
